MAJOR SCHMULIAN SAYS: 

Here's Why You Can't Get All the Gas 
You Want— 

2 Billion Gallons of Gas Used By 
Army Air Forces 

Two BILLION gallons of 100-octane 
aviation gasoline has been consumed by 
the U. S. army air forces since the attack 
at Pearl Harbor. 

This was revealed by General H. A. 
Amold who, last week, pointed out the 
tremendous growth of America’s war 
eagles. The gas consumption figures 

ere based on 225,000 separate sorties. 

Figures over Gen. Arnold's name pub- 
lished in the special Pearl Harbor anni- 
versary number of the Army and Navy 
Journal reveal that the army's air force 
(exclusive of navy, marines, etc.) has 
used an average of 2,739,702 gallons of 
gasoline PER DAY. 

Results .of these sorties were: 7500 
enemy planes destroyed in the air; 1500 
enemy planes destroyed on the ground; 
2000 planes “probably destroyed’ and 
more than 2500 damaged. 


FREDDIE SPEAR SPEAKS 

(Freddie Spear is the eldest son of our own 
Fred Spear who is in charge of the Board 
Room where our fine cabinet work is done. 
Freddie is a pump-man on an oil tanker who 
has just completed several trips across the 
Atlantic which is still infested with U-boats 
and is in the season of severe storms.) 


“I went across thinking that the folks 
at home were doing a pretty good job 
and were suffering severely because of 
food and gas rationing but I've changed 
my mind since being close to the fight- 
ing front. In Glasgow, Scotland every- 
thing is rationed, and I mean everything. 
People go to work in cold fog that just 
eeps you cold all of the time. I didn't 
ee any of the working people who had 
nough clothes to wear yet they worked 
as I've never seen people work before — 
old people, children and practically all 
of the women. The black-outs are so 
black that you bump into people on the 
street at night. I'm telling you, that if 
our Americans could see what those 
people have to wear for clothes, what 
they have to eat for food and the condi- 
tions under which they have to work and 
yet no complaining, that every American, 
workers and all, would get in and really 
dig into the job. If the home folks would 
only work like I saw the Scotch work 
we'd have this war over a lot sooner.”

“Everybody in the outfit was feeling 
kind of low. Then the mail came. And 
the next day was our second big battle. 
The mail made a lot of difference in the 
way that battle went. Everybody went 
into it feeling good. They had heard 
from home.” 

These words of a_battle-hardened 
soldier show that mail means morale. 

There's such big medicine in an envel- 
ope from home that Army officials are 
prepared to use the whole might of the 
armed forces to assure its delivery. For 
the first time in the history of war, a boy 
in a slit trench can get — by air mail, if 
he wants — his page of ardent sweet 
nothings from his girl back home. And 
with practically peacetime speed! The 
Army tenderly cradles a shipment of mail 
on every ship and plane leaving this 
country. From rear installations in com- 
bat areas, planes shuttle the mail to the 
most advanced fox hole. In North Africa,

one Army postoffice on a much bomb 
airfield dug quarters 15 feet undergrou 
— and the mail went through. 
V-mail is the thing for all oversea 
points. It is faster, and it will be deliver 
ed in spite of everything. If a mai 
carrying ship is lost, an ordinary lette 
goes with it. But a V-mail is a photo’¢ 
your original letter, so another print 
made from the negative and the dupli 
cate is sent right out again. . 
Here is a handy check list for letters t 
servicemen: 
What To Say — Incidents, anecdotes 
jokes, reminiscences, cheerful news 
thoughts, feelings, scenes, radio, movie 
books, news of friends, tell him that ya 
miss him. ; 
What Not To Write — Loneliness, cor 
plaints, troubles, alarms, maudlin sym 
pathy, hardships at home, rumors. 4 
And don't wait for him to answer. 
Write several letters to his one. ;

IF YOU SELL YOUR CAR 


Since January 1, anyone selling a used 
auto will have to take in all unused 
coupons in their gas ration books to their 
local board before selling their car. They 
will be given a receipt by the board, and 
the sale and transfer of the car will not 
be legal without this receipt attached. 
And whoever buys the car when apply- 
ing for gasoline to operate it on, must 
present this receipt before any gas ration 
will be issued. This change in practice 
is intended to prevent extra coupons from 
slipping into black markets.
